GENEVA (UPI) — Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk 
and Soviet Foreign Mini­ 
ster Andrei Grtmyko con­ 
ferred 
again 
today 
for 
more 
than 
three 
hours 
amid signs that Russia is 
stiffening its stand on Ber­ 
lin. 


Brusque and unsmiling. Gro­ 
myko told newsmen before and 
after his decision with Rusk that 
Russia’s proposal for a settlement 
based on a German peace treaty 
would be better than an isolated 
agreement on Berlin. 


His emphasis on this point ap­ 
peared to foreshadow Soviet ef­ 
forts to push a new campaign for 
a broad settlement recognizing the 
sovereignty of Communist East 
Germany. 


As Rusk and Gromyko met for 
the second day Western officials 
said it was becoming more and 
more apparent that Moscow in­ 
tends to turn the disarmament 
conference that opens Wednesday 
into a propaganda show: 
Rusk and Gromyko met at noon 
in the living room of Rusk’s head- 
quarter at the luxurious Riche- 
mond Hotel for a one-hour discus­ 
sion before a business lunch. 
Gromyko made it dear the So­ 
viet Union is continuing to press 
its demand for complete sover­ 
eignty for Communist East Ger­ 
many. 
He told newsmen as he entered 
the hotel that "the question of a 
German peace treaty is more im- 
portent than just the Berlin prob. 
lem.” 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home invited Gromyko to dinner 
tonight. 
Rusk's long session with Gro­ 
myko came as an American

the affidavit was sworn." 
The only way Keller can have 
his petition accepted, Evermann 
said, is by a writ of mandamus 
from the Dauphin County Court. 
The Senator will have to ask 
the court for

order, 
which if granted would compel 
the secretary of

wealth to accept his petition. 
Gets GOP Endorsement 
Keller has the unanimous en­ 
dorsement of the Bucks County 
Republican executive committee 
and apparently faces no opposi­ 
tion in the primary election. Ear­ 
lier he was seeking the endorse­ 
ment of the state Republican or­ 
ganization to run for lieutenant 
governor. He did not receive this 
support.

There is no indication as yet as

joint board’s actions. 
This action by the 19-member 
board, comprised of school direc­ 
tors from the Falls and Lower 
Makefield Township school boards 
and the Yardley Borough school 
board, repudiated a recommenda­ 
tion that the election be held, 
made earlier in the meeting by 
the three-man grievance commit­ 
tee 
Board Established 
The joint board last month es­ 
tablished the grievance committee 
ostensibly to decide whether or 
not an election should be held. 
Named to the committee ware 
Wallace C. 
Edington, 
(Yardley 
board), joint board president; An­ 
drew J. Kaelin, Transport Work­ 
ers Union International vice pres­ 
ident and spokesman for TWU 
Local 282, Bristol and Gene L. 
Kofke, 
as the impartial third 
member. 
Kaelin, who told the board he 
has been authorized by the cus 
todians, matrons and maintenance 
men to speak in their behalf, has 
been discussing the problem with 
the board for about eight months. 
Last night, Kofke, speaking for 
the panel, told the joint board the 
only 
grievance 
brought 
before 
them dunng two meetings, was 
the vote question. Kofke stated. 
“The panel recommends that the 
board give its consent to the con­ 
ducting of a vote by the employes 
to determine whether or not they 
will have a union.” 
Made Support Clear 
He emphasized 
he 
was 
not 
speaking for Kaehn's union or any 
union in particular, only that the 
employes should be allowed to de­ 
cide whether or not they wanted 
a union. 
Kofke said the recommendation 
was not unanimous on the part 
of the panel. later, the board 
learned Eddington had been the 
dissenter. 
A motion similar to that pro­ 
posed by Kofke had tieen defeat­ 
ed several months ago. 
Kaelin wants a state represen­ 


tative to certify the ligitimacy of 
the elections, but the state can 
assist only with the joint board’s 
approval. 
The 
votes 
outcome 
would not be binding on the board 
and would not require the board 
to recognize a union. 
Kofke pointed out that relation­ 
ships between the board and the 
employes, “may badly deterior­ 
ate with the (board’s) present at­ 
titude. The board has little to 
lose and much to gain.” 
Several joint board members 
said 
all 
non-professional 
em­ 
ployes, (all employes other than 
teachers and administrators are 
in this category), in addition to 
the custodians, matrons and main­ 
tenance men, should be allowed 
to take part in the voting. Other 
non-professional employes might 
include secretaries, bus drivers, 
cafeteria workers and so forth. 
3 Groups 
But Kaelin pointed out that the 
three groups were the only ones 
to ask the TWU to speak for them. 
He added, however, that all non­ 
professional employes were wel­ 
come in the TWU

shutz (Falls Board), both said 
they were unsure of the panel’s 
legal position and did not know 
whether or not (he board could 
act on the panel’s recommenda­ 
tion. 
Board members asked solicitor 
Walter W. Jackson to nile on 
whether or not the question of a 
vote on unions for employes fell 
within the meaning of a “ griev­ 
ance."

Jackson said he had written to 
Harrisburg for a clarification on 
this point, but, “subject to change, 
this (union vote brought up as a 
grievance) is not a proper sub­ 
ject for the panel.
